WASHINGTON, Aug. ; 22.—Much has 
been written recently, about the compo- 
sition of the next Cabinet. 
has been rife over the question whom 
Taft would probably name as his ad- 
visers and whom Bryan, if perchance 
he should. be elected, would: select. Not 
much has found its way into print over 
the successor to William Loeb Jr., sec- 


Loeb,” as he Is frequently referred. to. 

And yet, up and down Pennsylvania 
avenue, along Newspaper Row at clubs 
and in various inner circles, much. wen- 
derment is expressed as to who will fol- 
low Loeb and the gossip over the suc- 
cession is lacking neither in volume nor 
in interest. Neither is it lacking In im- 
portance, for the reagon that, in. these 
latter days the post of secretary to the 
President is one of moment. 

It has come to be commonly remarked 
that the office of secretary to the Pregi- 
dent is as important ag @ Cabinet’ posi- 
tion. Unquestionably this is true in re- 
spect to the influence wielded by the 
secretary. Congress has so far failed to 
recognize the fact, inasmuch ag it al- 
lows the secretary but $6000 a. year, 
whereas the. head ofan executive de- 
partment is allowed $12,000. But {”_ time 
the secretary is*certain to be better 
paid. 

Are Administration Factors, 


George Bruce Cortelyou, as private 
secretary to Mr. McKinley, was a real 
factor in the.administration of thkat 
President. The high degree of tact and 
ability displayed by Mr. Cortelyoqu in 
that position ‘is responsible for his sub- 
sequent remarkable advancement... Dan 
Lament, as secretary to Grover Cleve- 
land, had been an important part of the 
first administration of that President. 
Mr. Loeb, as secretary to President 
Reosevelt, has also been a. factor of 
large importance. ’ " 
Thia will be understood better in 
fater years, when ‘the time comes to 
write a history of the Rooseveit .ad- 
ministration. As to cervain facts, how- 
ever, ‘there is quite general agreement 
among ths. who /have seen much of 
the White House jn the Rooscvelt. re- 
gime. It is the consensus of opinion 
that Mr. Loeb has grown and developed 
greatly since he became secretary to the 
Président, that he has served Mr.. 
Roosevelt efficiently, that he has shown 
rare capacity in dealing with the press, 
and that no small degree of the political 
astuteness that | has been, repeatedly 
manifested about the White House has 
been due to the President's Secretary. 
Mr. Loeb h_3 had no easy Master to 
serve, and it is pretty generally agreed 
that he has served him well. In short 
it will be no easy task for the Man who 
takes up the position after Mr. ‘Loeb. 


‘Taft Likes Carpenter. 


Mr. Taft's private secretary as head 
of the War Department was Fred W, 
Carpenter. Mr. Carpenter is now serving 
Mr. Taft in the same capacity. Natural- 
ly, he is frequently spoken of 4s dikely 
to be the suecessor to Mr. Loeb.

spected by all whe know him. And all 
this for having my writings in his pos-

I Am the Cause, Says Tolstoy. 

“So that the only thing that those who 
do not like my books can do that will 
not be revoltingly unjust and extremely 
stupid is to shut up, execute and tor- 
ment, not these people of whom there 
are many and of whom more and more 
will be found, but me, too, who am the 
cause of the whole affair. 
“*And let it not be thought that in 
consequence of the talk about some kind 
of jubilee in my honor that I imagine 
myself safe from any kind of vielence. 
I do not deceive myself at all in the 
matter, but know well that all this 
talk about the necessity of celebrating 
my eightieth birthday will (in case of 
the most of the celebrators) if the Goy- 
ernment takes decided action against 
me, be immediately replaced by an ac- 
knowledgment of the leng-felt need of 
treating me as my friends are now be- 
ing treated. They say: ‘It ought to have 
been done !org ago.’ 
“*Therefore I again and again ask 
and advise all to whom the dissemina- 
tion of my writings is unpleasant to at- 
tack me, and not to attack innocent 
people. I advise it because it is the 
only way in which, besides ceasing to 
degrade themselves by the commission 
of evident injustice, they can attain 
their end by ridding themselves, for a 
time, at least, of one of those who ex- 
poses them. 

Declined to Make Appeal. 

“In addition to this declaration, in 
the expectation that Molotchnikof will 
appeal against the sentence, I asked two 
advocates of. my acquaintance, Makahof 
and Meuravyof, to undertake his de 
fense, which they promised to do; and I 
also asked some senators I know for 
help in the Senate, and had reason to 
hope for their assistance, too. But Mo- 
letchnikof, not wishing by an appeal to 
a higher court to recognize a right to 
the use of vielence in those who were 
using it against him, declined to make 
any appeal. And, being released en 
bail, he addressed to those who had 
taken part in the violence to which he 
had been subjected, a request which 
much surprised them, namely, net to de- 
lay what they intended to do with him, 
but to do it quickly. They replied that 
everything would be done in due course, 
in accord with such and such articles ef 
the beoks they call the law. Those to 
whom I addressed myself about the 
matter infermed me that, though very 
probably on a reconsideration of the 
case, Molotchnikof’s term reduced from 
12 months te one month, In accord with 
certain articles in that same book, yet 
as the time allowed fer appeal had al- 
ready elapsed the intended violence 
would be inflicted on Melotchnikof.

The indictment of five election officers—two 
judges and three clerkse—on a charge of signing 
fraudulent election returns in the Third Ward at 
the recent primaries is a welcome sign that sub- 
stantial results may be obtained through the pres- 
ent Grand Jury investigation. The indictments 
show that evidence of frauds can be obtained 
without opening the ballot box. The prosecution 
of these men may prove an opening wedge to 
other prosecutions until the whole conspiracy 
against the ballot box is laid bare. The punish- 
ment of election rascals would work the beginning 
of the end of crimes against the ballot box. 
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“CARE AND CAUTION.” 

In his Virginia speech Mr. Taft warns the coun- 
try not to entrust the government to the Demo- 
crats because, on account of their lack of expert- 
ence in the responsibilities of power and of train- 
ing in actual legislation, they are “oblivious of 
the necessity for care and caution in the enact- 
ment of statutes which are to accomplish changes 
in our business and social relations.” 

Yet in the same speech Mr. Taft exalts Mr. 
Roosevelt as one of the greatest of Presidents and 
praises his administration as one of the most valu- 
able the country has had. If Mr. Roosevelt is an 
exemplar of Republican “care and caution” Mr. 
Taft’s warning has a hollow sound. If the Presi- 
dent exemplifies the “care and caution” of experi- 
ence and training let us try inexperience and lack 
of training—they might be linked with wisdom 
and self restraint. 
The experience of the Republican leaders has 
largely been exercised in passing laws which 
ought not to be passed and in avoiding legislation 
which ought ‘to have been enacted. They ex- 
hibited remarkable skill in devising a tariff bill 
to plunder the people for the benefit of a few, 
and in avoiding its modification for ten years. 
They displayed ingenious skill also in devising a 
plank which is intended to deceive the voters 
into the belief that the party intends to reduce the 
tariff taxes, but pledges the party to nothing. 

We may well pray to be delivered from the ex- 
perience and training which has led us into the 
costly mazes of imperialism, which has brought 
upon us the heavy burdens of mad militarism 
and of excessive extravagance, and which has 
fostered privilege until we are face to face in a 
desperate conflict with giant monopolies. 

Mr. Taft does not mention these fruits of Re- 
publican experience and training. Nor does he 
explain away Republican responsibility for a dis- 
tressing panic, but speaks volubly on the subject 
of Democratic panics in the far past. 

The argument that a party ought be kept in 
power because it has experience in. government— 
because, in short, it has been in power, is the 
cheapest sort of claptrap. If it were valid it 
would settle all elections in favor of the party in 
power. The vital question is, How has the party 
in power used its power—what are the fruits of 
its control of government? 

When governmental power has been misused, 
when great evils have grown up under the domi- 
nation of a party there is a far better hope of re- 
form and sound le@félation in the public interest 
in an opposition party which has not been in 
power, but which goes into power fresh from the 
people, unhampered and free to work out the will 
of the people. 
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EATING THE SOULFUL VEGETABLES. 

Some anxiety is felt among those mild and 
amiable idealists, the vegetarians, because of 
Francis Darwin’s discovery (if he has discovered) 
that plants have souls. And even among the gen- 
tle spirits who talk of the “language of flowers,”’ 
but yet are not vegetarians, there is likely to be 
a stirring of the conscience. 

It is certainly disconcerting to a sensitive per- 

son to hear that he'has been eating souls all his 
life when, poor innocent, he has thought all along 
he was swallowing cabbage, Irish potatoes and 
damson plums. And those who have read the 
pretty sayings of the flowers will wonder why, 
if the blossom had a sow, it did not audibly pro- 
test when they have partaken of dandelion 
greens. 
The syrup of sentiment is embittered by this 
thought. But a more practical consideration is 
what shall we eat? If the vegetarians’ objections 
to meat food applies likewise to vegetables, where 
is the hungry man to find his next meal? There 
seems nothing left but sterilized water and air. 
But a diet of that sort will hardly support an 
army on the march.

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BISHOP GREER ON DIVORCE. 

Bishop Greer of New York, just returned from 
the English conference and a tour of observation 
in Europe, declares that this country is threatened 
in its most vital interests by the “divorce evil.” 
Domestic ties, thinks the Bishop have been weak- 
ened by the engrossing material pursuit of wealth 
and the fevered pursuit of pleasure. And he looks 
for relief to more stringent legislation. 

Granting the facts, it would seem to an unpreju- 
diced, studious observer that the object of attack 
should be, not the result, consequence, effect, 
namely, divorce, but the cause, namely the love of 
wealth and pleasure.

Society will not be 
rid of it until the fountain of it in the conscience 
of the individual and the prevailing social ideals

The Chinese Government has published esti- 
mated statistics showing the number of foreign 
firms and persons doing business in the Empire. 

There are 115 American firms, 239.Germans, 490 
British and 1416 Japanese. Persons are, 2862 
Americans, 3553 Germans, 9205 British and 45,610 
Japanese. 

The commanding lead of the Japanese has been 
gained within the past 25 years. ‘England has had 
commercial interests in China since the early 
years of the ninteenth century. The United States 
did not make any serious effort to establish trade 
houses until after the Civil War, and Germany 
was still later. 

Notwithstanding the late béginhing of the Jap- 
anese, they appear to enjoy the greatest prestige. 
And it is safe to say that their trade will grow 
much more rapidly than that of any western 
power. 

All of which exemplifies the doctrine that blood 
is thicker than water. The Japanese are close 
kinsmen of the Chinese and naturally find more 
favor among them.

The “open mind” of the New York World touch- 
ing things political and pending has awakened hope 
in thosé Democrats who love their country, who 
think and feel; in short, who are Democrats in the 
largest and truest sense.

“If You Needed Money, You 
Should Have Told Me,”’’ 


His Rebuke.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 56.-—Protest are being 
heard fromm many parts of the country because the 
Czar has pardoned Alexander Lehman, the Imperial 
librarian, charged with robbing the institution. 
Iehman's robberies are said to have emounted to 
more than $100,000. He had been stealing systematic- 
ally for several years. It is believed that he is also 
the author of the robberies which took place in the 
Winter Place. These too amount to thousands of 
dollars. 

The guilt of the librarian was discovered acciden- 
tally. One day he left on his desk a number of pawn 
tickets which showed that he had pledged objects of 
great value. An investigation was started and it was 
learned that he had taken medals, old books and 
other antiquities. 

Lehman is not the first man to be caught in similar 
acts. One of the high officials a few years ago when 
in need of money took a clock valued at $20,000 from 
the library.

It was, said he, by the 
superior need, of his right hand that man had gained 
his victory, and to try to undo his dextral pre-emt- 
nence was simply to fly in the face of evolution. 

The Eton ambidexterity was being incuicated by an

ENRY L. CORNET of the real estate firm of 
L Cornet & Zeibeig, has a cheering message for 
the man who is thinking about making a trip 
to the marriage license office. Me wil! find, according 
to Mr. Zeibig, that the home in which he is to instali 
his bride—be it flat, house, or even the exclusive 
apartment house—will cost 15 to 2 per cent less 
than he would have paid at this time last year. 
“Any young man who marries now ca" do at least 
15 to 20 per cent better in the matter of the cost of a 
home than he could have done a year ago,’ said 
Mr. Cornet. ‘’This applies to the youns man with a 
Salary of $100 a month. as well as to the man with 
the salary of $1000 a month. s 
“The bridegroom can rent a nice flat at $16 or $17 
& Month ‘n a good location—say in the district bound- 
ed by Jefferson avenue on the e@st, Franklin ave- 
nue on the south and Taylor avenue or the city lim- 
its On the west. He would find the same conditions 
west of Jefferson avenue, south of Marke! street. 
“There are many nice flats in those sections at $16 
to $17 a month. Three to five roomg-can bé@ obtained 
at that price, accarding to location and construc- 
tion, 


ARE CHEAPER. 

“In ER ISHED ere rooms the young man 
and his bride would find @ reduction in prices of 
per cent, compared to the price a year ago. I 
obtained this information from the people who are 
in that pusiness—who knoW What they are talking 
about. ‘They say that the competition has become so

close that rooms for which they received 
$7 to $8 a week now bring from $4 to $6. 

“This remarkable reduction in one 
phase of the cost of. living is due in a 
large measure to the fact that we are 
just emerging from an era of financial 
depression, during which many persons 
suffered reverses, and they have entered 
the ‘room-to-lct’ fleld as a result. 

“Relatively the same conditions pre- 
vail as you ascend the scale from the 
rooming house to the flat, and then on 
to the small house upward to the resi- 
dence and the big apartment houses. 

‘During the financial flurry there 
were many instances where large con- 
cerns were forced to reduce salaries. 
The results were visible in the exodus 
from the 10-room house to the six-room 
house, from the six-room house to the 
fiat, from the flat to the rooming 
house, from the rooming house to the 
single furnished room, from the rooming 
house back to the ‘old folk at home,’ 
and so on. .

Many Children Grieve, 

There was grief among the children 
in the water tower neighborhood when 
the news came that “‘Grandpa,”’ as they 
knew Mr. Sturgeon, was dead. It was 
his. daily practice to walk through a 
line of children, buying newspapers 
from them until a pocketfull of pennies 
had. been spent, and giving the papers 
back. If some of the children “re- 
peated” and sold him the same paper 
twice, the kindly twinkling eyes never 
seemed to see the artifice. 

Perhaps no man has lived in St. 
Louls whose range of acquaintance was 
longer or broader than Mr. Sturgeon’s. 
His life was one of the few remaining 
links between the St. Louis of today 
and the days of Thomas H. Benton. 

Duels were fought on “Bloody Island’”’ 
in Mr. Sturgéon’s young manhood, and 
those who knew the mildness of his 
later years were surprised to learn, as 
they sometimes did when he was in 
reminiscent mood, that he had acted as 
a second in these encounters. 

He served in that capacity ata duel 
in which B. Gratz Brown, afterward 
a Democratic candidate for Vice- 
President on the Greely ‘ticket, was a 
principal. This duel was without 
fata] result. More sanguinary were 
others which he witnessed, one of 
them being that in which-the proud 
and testy Benton killed an opponent. 

He was a Kentuckian, born in Jef- 
ferson County in, 1821. He came to 


the bar and became interested in the 
lumber business. 
Alderman in 1848, , 

Mr. Sturgeon’s public career began in 
1848, when he was elected member of 
the St. Louis Board of Aldermen in 
what was then the Sixth Ward, embrac- 
ing a large part of North St. Louis. 
He was a Democrat in those days, and 
overthrew a big Whig majority in the 
ward. 

He was re-elected Aldermen in 1850 
and 1852, and soon after entering on his 
third term, was elected to the State 
Senate and resigned his city office. 

Railroad legislation was the great is- 
sue of that day in Missour!, and Stur- 
geon actively supported Thomas H. 
Benton, then in the height of his ca- 
reer in the United States Senate, in th: 


Legislature had the task of disposing 
of the lands granted by Congress for 
the construction of the Missouri Pacific 
and Hannibal & St. Joseph roads. 
Sturgeon led that part of the State 
Senate which insisted that the lands be 
used for branch lines into the South- 
west, rather than for the main line tr 


Kansas City. 

Sabtreasurer Under Pierce, 
There was 4 deadlock over this ques- 
tion; and while Sturgeon’s view even- 
tually prevailed, the question was not 
settled until after he retired from the 
Senate to accept appointment as United 
States Subtreasurer at St. Louls from 
President Franklin Pierce. He was fe- 
appointed to the office by President 
Buchanan. 

While Sturgeon was serving his sec- 
ond term in the Subtreasury, the crisis 
came in Missouri. The St. Louis Ar- 
senal, containing 00,000 stands of arms.

Sturgeon's attention after he left his 
Federal-office, and he was appointed 
by President Lincoln as a special agent 
of the government to supervise the 
building of railroads subsidized from 
the Federal Treasury. 

He conducted a movement for the 
construction of the Texas & Pacific 
Railroad to St. Louts, but New Orleans 
won the prize, and became the linc’s 
terminus. He was for a time president 
of the North Missouri Railroad, now 
the Wabash. 

Until 1875 Mr. Sturgeon continued in 
the work of railroad supervision, be- 
ing reappointed for this work by Presi- 
dents Johnson and Grant. 

In 1875 Grant appointed him collector 
of internal revenue for the First Mis- 
souri District. He was reappointed by 
Hayes. Garfield and Arthur, and ‘was 
permitted by Cleveland to serve until 
November, 1885. 

For a little more than four years Mr. 
Sturgeon was out of public office. Then 
early in 1890 President Harrison ap- 
pointed him assistant postmaster at 
St. Iouis. ¢ 


City Comptroller in 1893. 
In March, 1893, he was elected City 


Comptroller on the ticket with Mayor 
Walbridge. He was re-elected in 1897 
on the Ziegenhein ticket. In March, 
1901, he went before the Republicans 
in direct primary as a candidate, but 
his name was not on the organiaztion 
tlate, and he failed of nomination on 
the ticket which was defeated a month 
later. 

He took his retirement cheerfully. In 
an interview published in the Sunday 
PostDispatch, he advised young men to 
stron office seeking, but added that he 
was not blaming anyone else for the 
small material returns of his long 
service. 

“I was never forced into office,”’ he 
said. “I made the mistake, early ‘in 
life, of seeking office.” 

He was proud of pointing to the fact 
that, after an official career in which 
he had handled millions enough to pay 
the national debt, he retired to private 
life a poor man. 

N war times Mr, Sturgeon, who 
was president of the North Mis- 

souri Railroad, now a part of 
the Wabash, and an ardent Union 
man, fell into the hands of Mosby 
and his guerilias while traveling, He 
hid his papers under a car seat. 
Some of them contained memoranda 
of the damage done by marauders to 
the raflroad property, and thése were 
burned when Mosby’s men set fire to 
the car. Sturgeon, who feared that 
he would be made a prisoner, or per- 
haps be executed on the spot, was 
not recognized, and was allowed to 
go. 


Later troops under Gen. Pope 
muarded the railroad, and Sturgeon 


obtained an order requiring certain 
sympathizers of the Confederacy to 
aid in the reconstruction of the line. 
John Martin, a Confederate sym- 
pathizer, was made to supervise his 
neighbors in the work which was 
equally distasteful 40 him and to 


them.

These enterprises had varying  suc- 
cesses, though none achieved much 
prominence in business. 

Lewis and Nichols had a falling-out 
in 1901, and separated. Since that time 
Lewis has organized and incorporated 
the University Heights Realty Co., Al- 
len Steam Trap Co., Lewis Publishing 
Co., United States Fiber Stopper Co., 
California Vineyards Co., Camp Lewis, 
Bachelor Pneumatic Tube Co., World’s 
Fair Contest Co., the People’s United 
States Bank and the Lewis Publishing 
Co. 

Outgrowth of Magazine. 

The publishing company Was an out- 
growth of the old Winner Magazine. 
Lewis borrowed money which gave him 
a start in the publishing business.

Louis in what is now University City. 
The publishing company printed the 
Woman's Magazine, the Woman's Farm

Thomas E. Mulvihill, Excise Commis- 
sioner, has come home from his vya- 
cation four pounds heavier than he was 
when he went away. That doesn’t ex. 
actly put ‘him in the Taft class, but 
even at that he feels like a giant re- 
freshed, and the brewers will have to 
put considerably more carbonic gas un- 
der the crown-top before they can blow 
him off. 

He spent most of his month's fur- 
jough at Hyannisport, Mass., but he 
took side trips to Boston and Niagara 
Falls. 

Finds Niagara Is Wicked. 

Paradoxically, he found that in the 
place where there is more water than 
there is anywhere else the saloon con- 
ditions are worst. 

‘Niagara Falls are ali right, but Nia-: 
gara Falls is very wicked,” he said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter last hight. 
“There seems to be no limitations on 
the liquor business In that town. Wine 
rooms flourish and gambling is openly 
indulged in. 

“But the conditions in Boston are 
ideal. Some persons think that the 
laws are enforced with Puritanical hard- 
ness there, but the results seem to 
justify the limitations which are placed 
on the traffic. 

“In Boston, the number of saloons is 
limited to 1000 and saloon keepers pay 
a license fee of $2700 a year, which is 
$2000 a year more than they pay in St. 
Louis. 

“Saloons have been entirely eliminated 
in a residence district which has a 
population of 107,000. If a man applies 
for a license to run a saloon in that 
district, the protest of any one property 
owner within a certain distance of the 
proposed saloon wil] prevent him from 
obtaining the license. All saloons must 
close at 11 p. m., and this law is strict- 
ly enforced. 

Three Commissioners There. 

“There are three excs#e commission- 
ers, two of whom are membefs of the 
dominant political party. This body 
works very much like our Board of 
Election Commissioners. It hears cases 
every 10 days or two weeks .and there 
is-no appeal from its decisions. 

“T cannot say that this is better than 
the one-man system, but It works well 
there. They have called me a Czar 
here. The public has been misled into 
thinking that I am a Robespierre, ruling 
with an iron hand. If this seems true 
it is because the law has conferred ex- 
trarodinary powers. I haven't assumed 
any. 

“In Boston a saloon must be a saloon 
ani nothing else. It can’t be run in 
connection with a grocery store.’’ 

According to Mulvihill’s observation, 
the directoire saloon is the thing in 
Boston. They are al] open to view on 
the side, and when you go in to take 
a drink the dear public can stand 
around and see whether you order 
champagne or weissbier. He says that 
is a mighty good thing—not the weiss- 
bier, but the lack of secrecy.

Didn’t Meve After Shots. 








THE HOUSE OF DEATH. 





“Mrs. Bayard and Mrs. Stein testified 
ut the inquest that Stein was suffering 
from headache and went into the bed- 
room to lie on a cot. His body was 
found eight feet from this cot. 

As a physician I would say the 
wound he received paralyzed both his 
power of speech and his power of loco- 
motion. I do not believe he ever moved 
or spoke after he was shot. He was 
Slain from behind, and it is probable 
that he never knew who his murderer 
was. 

“I examined the wounds that killed 
Miss Porter. I am morally certain she 
could not have fired both of them her- 
seif.’’ 

When Prosecuting Attorney Frey was 
told of the Coroner's finding he said: 


“T have made affidavit to the fact that 
I have circumstantial evidence enough 
to warrant the arrest of Mrs. Bayard 
and her daughter,’’ he commented,’ and 
the evidence is growing stronger all the 
time.” 

Fact, That Point to Murder. 

Here is the murder evidence, as out- 

lined by the prosecution: 

He will show that Gtein carried 
a $3000 life insurance policy in 
which his wife was the beneficiary, 
and he will attempt to prove that 
Mrs. Stein, as well as most of the 
residents of Loudonville, believed 
she was the principal beneficiary 
under Hester Porter’s will. ‘ 

Miss Porter left an estate val- 
ued at about $11,000, but the will 
has not been found. 

Had Mrs. Stein been able to col- 
lect the life insurance and had in 
fact been the heiress to her aunt’s 
estate, she would have come Into a 
fortune of about $14,000, upon the 
death of both. '

Marriage Was Bigamy. 

The prosecutor will attempt to 
prove that in the very beginning 
of their life together, Stein 
wronged Mae Bayard in a way that 
few women ever wholly forgive. 
For when he led her to the altar 
on Aug. 14, 1907, he already was 


His 
common-law wife, who had worked 
in the same office with Miss Bay- 
ard when she was a Des Moines 
telephone operator, died in a hos- 
pital on Aug. 26, 12 days after he 
went throvgh a marriage ceremony 
with Miss Bayard. 

When the second wife discovered 
that under the law her husband 
was @ bigamist, she did not cast 
him aside, but the prosecution will 
try to show that the discovery 
tended to lessen her love for him. 

It will be the prosecution's ar- 
gument that when money tempted 
her to destroy the man who had 
deceived her, money tipped the bal- 
ance and she fell. ‘ 

Women Have a Defense. 
Opposed to the cold legal circum- 
stantial evidence of the State are the 
following facts, which will be urged 
by the two women itn their defense: 

Mrs. Bayard and Mrs. Stein had 
been in Loudonvilile 10 days visit- 
ing Mrs. Bayard’s sister, Miss 
Porter, They also were visiting 
oceasionally at the home of J. A. 
Myers. , 

A week ago Friday Myers’ 
daughter, Miss Helen Myers, re- 
ceived a telegram from Stein, 
stating he had been to Chicago 
on business and would reach 
Loudonville on the noon train 
that day to surprise his wife and 
celebrate the first anniversary 
of their wedding. 

Stein never had met Hester 
Porter or any of his wife's rela- 
tives in Loudonville, but Miss 
Myers had attended the wedding 
of Stein and Mae Bayard, and so 
he addressed his telegram to her. 

Miss “Myers met Stein at the 
station and drove him to her 
home, where he found his wife 
and Mrs. Bayard.

Painter an Important Witness. 

Aside from the mute testimony of 
the note found in Stein’s pocket, - the 
most important witness for the State 
so far as to the events just preceding 
and just following the tragedy is Mil- 
ton Derr, who was painting the Porter 
house that day, . 

By his testimony the prosecution ex- 
pects to prove that it was impossible, 
from the standpoint of time alone, for 


Stein to have placed the weird note in| 


his pocket after he was shot and to 
have returned to the room where le 
was found unconscious or at least to 
have done all this before Derr and sev- 
eral neighbors ran into the room. 

On the afternoon of the tragedy Derr 
was painting the front of the house 
near the room of death. Mrs. Stein's 
mothere suggested that the house should 
be photographed before the follage was 
disturbed, he says, and so he was or- 
dered to work on the side farthest away 
from the room where Stein and Miss 
Porter subsequently were killed. Derr 
ascended the ladder and was work- 
ing too high te see into the lower win- 
dows. 

Heard Laughter, Then Shots. 

This is his story of what followed, as 
he told it today to the Post-Dispatch: 

“IT could hear the woman and the man 
talking and laughing, but I could not 
understand what was said. They did 
not seem to be quarreling. 

‘Suddenly everybody fell silent and 
then there were two revolver shots. 
After a short interval, I cannot say 
just how long it was, for I was excited, 
there was another shot. 

“IT siid down the ladder and ran 
around the house on the south side and 
climbed upon the porch. 

‘I saw Mrs. Bayard standing on the 
porch as if she had just come out of the 
front door. I did not see Mrs. Stein. 
I was more excited just then than Mrs. 
Bayard was. She seemed very calm. ~ 

“A woman across the street, Mrs. C, 
I. Case, had heard the shots and had 
run across the street. She entered the 
house just ag I did. 

“I stepped into the sitting room, 
which is just south of the bedroom 
where the bodies were found.’ I could 
smell powder smoke, but the portieres 
of the bedroom were drawn and so be« 
fcre I entered that room I looked into 
the dining room. Mrs. Stein sffll was 
nowhere in sight. 

Finds Wife at His Elbow. 

“I turned back from the dining room 
and parted the portieres of the bed- 
room door. Just as I looked in I felt 
someone at my elbow. I looked around 
and found Mrs. Stein standing beside 
me. I do not know where she came 
from, all I know about that is the fact 
that she was not in the dining room or 
sitting room. 


“I crossed the bedroom to the ¢or- 
ner, where the man and woman ia« 
side by side on the floor.

OFFICERS ARE ARRESTED 


Circuit Attorney Says Bungled 
Records in Themselves Are . 
Evidence of Fraud. 





Special detectives assigned by the Po- 
lice Board to Circuit Attorney Sager’s 
office to investigate election frauds, 
could find but 55 men in the eleventh 
precinct of the Third Ward who voted 
for William 8S. Cowherd for Governor, 
although the judges and clerks of elec- 
tion credited him with 232. 

Of the missing 177 voters two are 
dead, 49 had moved out of the precinct, 
2 were not known at the address given 
on the poll books, 22 did not live at the 
addresses given, 27 did not vote at all, 
6 voted for Henry F, Stapel and 4 for 
Devid A. Ball. 

The names of 11 men are recorded by 
the judges and clerks as voting twice 
and two as voting three times each. 
Hugh McCabe of 1226 Cass avenue was 
in Alexian Brothers’ Hospital election 
day, but his vote was counted up just 
the same. Mike Norton, who formerly 
lived at 1304 North Twelfth street, 
moved to Texas six months ago, but his 
name was voted. 


One “Voter” Dead a Year. 
Although Joe Johnson, formerly of 


1118 Cass avenue, died a year ago his 
name remained on the primary books, 
and he was recorded as voting the com- 
plete slate ticket. 
Paul Heinemann of 1216 Cass avenue 
moved out of the precinct five years 
ago, but a ballot was counted for him. 
John Simpson, formerly of 1418 North 
Twelfth street, moved out of the pre- 
cinct two years ago, but his name ap- 
pears on the books as voting twice. 
Charles P. Duncan of 1216 Cass 
avenue was recorded as voting for 
the slate three times. Many other 
names were voted twice, The Cir- 
cit Attorney's office finds that the 
judges and clerks made such bung- 
ling work that the record stands it- 
self as prima facie evidence of fraud. 

In this precinct the judges and 
clerks credited Cowherd with 232 
votes, Ball with two, Stapel and 
Wallace with none, and Hadley with 
26, making 260 in all, or two more 
votes than the sworn statement of 
the judges and clerks show as cast. 
The record indicates that as an af- 
terthought Ball was credited with 
two votes, 

Officials Under Charges. 

Circuit Attorney Sager began to 
show substantial results yesterday 
when he had the assistant prosecut- 
ing attorney issue informations 
charging election fraud. against the 
judges and clerks in the second pre- 
cinct of the Third Ward, where the 
entire Democratic vote was credited 
to Cowherd and the slate candidates. 

The indicted men are Thomas Mc- 
Grath and William Gamache, Demo- 
cratic judges; E. Von Stade, Repub- 
lican judge, and Walter F. Guilford, 
Republican clerk.

O MUCH opposition has been raised during the present baseball 


season 


against the “spitball’’ that magnates of the two big leagues will probably 
legislate it out of existence before the season of 1909 begins. For three or four 
years it has flourished and now the general impression is that it has cut down 


the batting of the players without having in itself any merit. An 


among the managers and leaders in the 
jority of them favor it's abolition. 


During the last four years the use of 
the “‘spitball’” has brought a few pitch- 
ers into prominence who otherwise 


would not have been able to stick in the 
major leagues. It has also enabled a few 
old-timers to continue in fast company 
after they had apparently lost their pow- 
er with the ordinary curve or fast ball. 

The best argument against the “spit- 
ball’ is not that it only destroys the 
batting, for that is what all pitchers try 
to do, but that it destroys the batting 
without any great credit te the pitcher 
who throws it. A man that can down 
heavy hitters as Cy Young and Christy 
Mathewson have done, deserve all the 
credit given them. They have gained 
guccess through physical and mental 
powers. They use their brains as well 
as their arms and outwit the batter, in- 
stead of out-luck him. 

But the “spitball” pitcher trusts to 
luck. He hurls a ball that he himself 
cannot control. He knows that it will 
break somewhere if hurled properly and 
he takes a chance that it will break 
away from the bat of the man standing 
at the plate. The batter has but little 
chance to hit it, for he cannot detect 
which way the ball will break. He may 
know the pitcher is throwing the ‘‘spit-

The “spit ball’’ was discovered by ac- 
cident, but there ure so many who 
claim the discovery that no one can 
positively be named. It is said that by 
accident a catcher discovered that by 
putting his fingers on a moist and slip- 
pery spot on the ball’s surface and then 
hurling it with all his might, that the 
ball took a sharp and decided break. 

Jack Chesbro of the New York Amert- 
can League team and Elmer Stricklett, 
formerly of tbe Brooklyn club, learned 
of this discovery about the same time 
and began experimenting with it. 

Chesbro remarked to his team mates 
that he could make the ball leap “like 
a bull frog jumping off a log.” Strick- 
lett had ‘one 
turn around the corner of a house. It 
was something of a joke for several 
weeks and finally one‘day Chesbro used 
it in a game with great success. The 
batters were dumfounded.

How Spitball Is Thrown and Its Freak Breaks: 
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By HARRY PULLIAM, 


President of National League. 

AM against the spitball on hygienic 
grounds, and certainly am in favor 

of and will do all I can t® help along 
any movement that has for its object 
the elimination of the spitball. This 
thing of a pitcher covering a ball with 
saliva before he delivers it is most nau- 
seating, most unsanitary, and, I might 
say, most unsportsmanlike. 

Pitchers in the past have been able 
to twirl effectively without resorting to 
the spitball, and others should be able 
to do the same. I know of certain 
pitchers who, I believe, would be much 
more effective if they did not think 
their strength laid in the spitball. I 
am very much against it on hygienic 
grounds and general principles.

F THERE is any way to legis- 
late the spitball out of existence 
it ought to be done in a hurry. 
It is a nuisance and obnoxious in every 
way, tq say nothing of its bad effect 
on the batting averages. 

“It may, of course, be rather difficult 
to make any statutes that will cover 
the situation. The only way to get the 
pitchers dead to rights is to award a 
base on balls for an {illegal delivery 
every time a spitball is detected. That 
would stop them after a little while, but 
what a lot of kicking there would be 
at first. 

Of course, the pitchers might take 
to ‘wearing a piece of sponge in the palm 
of the glove and dampening it between 
innings. I don’t know that this would 
be particuiarly objectionable—almost 
anybody would rather be spattered with 
spray from a sponge that from a lot of 
saliva. 

I am glad to say that none of the Cub 
pitchers, except Frazer, use the spit- 
ball and Chick has only experimented 
with it from time to time. I can’t seé 
any reason why the spitball should be 
tolerated any longer—it is a pest and 
nothing else. One thing sure, in my 
opinion if they don’t cut it out by law, 
some pitcher will yet hawk and spit 
himself into consumption, and then the 
whole bunch of them will drop it like 
‘a hot potato. .

AM unaltetably opposed to the spit- 

| ball, and do not allow any of my 
pitchers to use it. I don’t believe in 
the freak deliveries; for they frequent- 
ly cause as much damage as they do 
good. 
I have had several opportunities to 
secure good minor league pitchers, but 
when I learned that they used the spit- 
yall and depended principally upon that 
¢:vle of delivery for their success, I 
turned them down. It seems to me that

NE of the most important subjects 
that will be considered at the 
next executive session of the 
Rules Committee will be the future of 
the spitball. The St. Louis club of the 
American League will make every en- 
deavor to have the quietus put on this 
freak asset of certain pitchers. Several 
of my best twirlers use it now and then, 
but that does not convince me that it is 
a desirable asset in baseball; in fact, I 
have always considered it a detriment. 
It has many drawbacks. 

In the first place it is so uncertain 
that not one of its many users can pre- 
dict which way the ball will break. This 
makes it a terror to a catcher. The 
moistening of the ball also introduces 
wild throwing by both the backstop 
and the infield. In a hurry play to catch 
a base stealer the slippery ball is likely 
to go astray, thus nullifying what other- 
wise might have been a perfect play. 

The continued moistening of the ball 
is apt to make it dead and that some 
men find difficulty in driving it any dis- 
tance. 

In fact, the chief charm that it works 
is its curtailment of batting. With its 
uncertain break as it drops few batters 
can gauge it quickly enough to hit it ef- 
fectively and a puny tap, a foul or a 
pop fly results. 

With a legitimate ball the batsman 
has some chance to use his eye and wit 
im a guessing match with the pitcher. 
Against the spitball he is all but help- 
less. 

The game needs more hitting and I 
think the elimination of the spitball will 
accomplish this. Even if it does not ac- 
complish this aim it will remove a moet 
objectionable feature from the pitching 
department. 

Of course the abolition of the spit- 
ball will hurt some twirlers of high 
standing. But they can all do as How- 
ell is doing, learning now to get along 
without it. Baseball will be considerably 
more entertaining to the spectator if the 
spitball is dropped. Increased batting 
means more action, and that is what 


patrons of the game demand.

Fashionable St. Louis Once Paid Homage to 
Leading Actors of World in Celebrated Out- 
door Theater—Became Dance Hall.

The erection of the Coliseum, which 
will provide St. Louls with a conven- 
tion hall and a place for public gath-: 
erings unexcelled in the United States, 
marks the passing of Uhrig’s Cave, 
at one time the most celebrated out- 
deor summer theater in the country, 
a place known to every St. Louisan 
of 2 years ago, and down until shortly 
before the World’s Fair, 

Within the Uhrig Cave Theater in 
former days fashionable St. Louis paid 
homage to the leading stage people of 
the world, and many who in minor 
parts entertained audiences there have 
since risen to prominence in their pro- 
fession. 

Uhrig’s Cave's first claim to a place 
in the history of St. Louis began in the 
early’ ’7%s when Ignatz Uhrig, who 
operated a brewery at Highteenth and 
Market streets, erected a brewery at 
Washington and Jeffers®n avenues, 
Underneath the property are four 
caves, one extending from about the 


the sidewalk on Jefferson avenue. Two 
others extend the length of the prop- 
erty east and west, while another ex- 
tends back to Lucas avenue. The caves 


Beer Garden Established. 

Ignatz Uhrig used the caves to store 
beer and liquors. The caves were later 
walled up with brick. In 1881 Frank, 
John and Thomas MeNeary bought 
the. property, paying $50,000 for it. The 
title has remained in the MoNeary 

that time. 
3 ged Ry poe was established there 
in 1876 by Gus Nunts, who in 1879 leased 
the amusement privileges to Pat Short, 
who opened a summer theater. 

This was the first summer theater of 
its kind in the United States. From the 
beginning it was & fashionable place for 
St. Louis society people. The better 
operas and dramas were produced there, 
and at Uhrig’s Cave stars have been 
seen who are now oF have been widely 
known to the theatrical world. 

Bernhardt Played in Cave. 

Sarah Bernhardt mentions in her 
“Memoirs” an engagement in Uhrig's 
Cave, and among others who have ap- 


peared on that stage are Ada Rehan, 
Henry Miller, John Drew, Lillian Berry, 
Julia Marlewe, Henry Miller, Mrs. Gil- 
bert. “Jimmy’’ Lewis, and Blanche 
Nichols. 

Dinks L. Parish, who was a boy in 
St. Louis those days, tells a story of a 
Sunday night performance which he at- 
tended in the Cave. 

“There were four preacher's sons, in- 
cluding myself, sitting on the front 
row that night,” said Parish “We 
were \thoroughly enjoying ourselves, 
Blanche Nichols was in the company. 
She had a little song to sing, and the 
management was not entirely satisfied. 
In fact, as we afterward learned, 
Blanche had been notified she was to 
be fired after that night’s performance. 

“We liked Blanche, and we particu- 
larly liked a little sort of a dance she 
gave with her song. That, dance wag 
not on the program, and the manage- 
ment didn’t know she was going to give 
it. The management didn’t like it, but 
we four preacher’s sons kept’ up euch 
vigorous ‘applause that Blanche wag 
forced to come back. She responded to 
five encores. Then the management 
awoke to the possibilities, and Blanche 
was retained In the cast, doing that lit. 
tle dance at every .perfermance and 
making a tremendous hit. I am tola 
she is now Mrs. Murphy, supporting her 
husband in London, doing the same 
dance.”" 

Becomes a Dance Hall. 

Uhrig’s Cave had an enviable repyta- 
tion as an amusement place for many 
years. With more modern meang of 
transportation than horse-cars, how- 
ever, its popularity began to wane be- 
fore the attractions offered at the sum- 
mer gardens established in the western 
and ether parts of the city. 

About 1900 it became merely a dance 
hall and beer garden, and since 1908 it 
has been practically unused except for 
a skating rink or an amusement place 
of that order. 

The caves. were always poorly venti- 
lated and an attempt to use them in 
connection with the beer garden faileq 
The Coliseum company, however, 
arranged a perfect system of ven

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—Amazement, an- 
ger and resentment have followed one 
the other in quick rotation along the 
North Shore Drive—the boulevard of 
Chicago’s millionaires—since thé occu- 
punts of the big stone palaces have 
read Joseph Medill Patterson’s “A Lét- 
tie Brother of the Rich,” just pub- 
lished by the Reilly & Britton Co. of 
Chicago. 

Young Patterson, dilletante of Social- 
ism, has defined—almost damned—the 
gociety which has ‘its winter home 
along the drive. That society denounces 
hig definition and him. 

“Vile and revolting’ are some of the 
adjectives with which Mr, Patterson 
characterizes society. Drunkenness, in- 
gincerity, infidelity, he declares,are some 
of society’s offenses—amiable weakness- 
es, in society's notion, he would have 
us believe. 

Society, along the drive, in Evanston, 
en the South Side and elsewhere, pre- 
tends te pity Medill as a “cad’’—a 
crank’ and a faddist. But society has 
read his book. 

t, “Valeted” Since Boyhood. 

Mr. Patterson is a young man who 
has had a strange varicty of experi- 
ences for one who was born “with the 
-gpoon in his mouth’ and who has said 
‘of himself that he has been “valeted” 
ever since he was 14 years old. He was 
‘graduated from Yale, whence the prin- 
‘cipal male character in his books comes, 
who is not a hero, for the book has 
none; he managed the editorial page of 
his father’s paper, the Chicago Tribune; 
he “was for” Mayor Dunne, and, when 
Dunne was elected, Patterson was ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Public Works 
of Chicago. The corruptienists drove 
him from office and he turned So- 
cialist, and is now editor of the Chicago 
Daily Socialist. 

This may,’ in a measyre, explain the 


attitude Mr. Patterson has taken toward |. 


Society. in his book, although he has 
been one of Society’s pets in Chicago 
and elsewhere. He married the daugh- 
ter of Harlow Higginbotham of Chi- 
cago, and is related to the best fami- 
lies on the Lake-Shore Drive. 
Denounces New York, Too. 

As a matter of fact Mr. Patterson 
“raps” the idle rich of New York pretty 
hard, too, and shows alcoholism, in- 
fidelity and insincerity to be the prin} 
cipal characteristics of life where there 
is so much money. 

The story is gripping in a way, al- 
@hough it cannot be said to be of the 
®est construction according to the mod- 
els left by men whe made novel writing 
a good trade. There is no hero. Paul 
Potter, the principal male character, 
around whose careef‘as a sycophantic 
follower in the wake of the Wall street 
crowd, and the women with whom he is 
arsociated, the story swirls between 
cocktails, chorus girls and divorces. 
There is not an honest, sincere or real 
love scene in the book—and what is a 
novel without a heart throb? 

Potter starts out as a college athletic 
hero. He loves a simple girl back in 
Indiana. The girl meets him during va- 
cation, when she canoes with him, a 
“perfect Hermes in flannels.” Potter's 
insincerity begins there, when he ex- 
tols the “body” as the best there is. 
He has been the athletic hero of Yale 
and the girl worships him. But he dis- 
pels this in a page or two by his care- 
less assumption of his power, 

Thrust At College Training. 

Anyhow, the girl tells him that he is 
made for better things because he 
wants to go to New York and mingle 
with the plutocrats, his roommate at 
Harvard having offered him a position 
in a broker's office and a way to make 
himself a plutocrat. Formerly he was 
working his way through college by be- 
ing a waiter in the “eommons.” 

The girl’s father was a banker in the 
Indiana town, and if Potter hadn’t met 
the fellows he did at Yale it would 
have looked pretty good to him to have 
married the daughter and stayed there 
and have grown up to be “our leading 
citizen." :

The book is full of quotable things, 
and Mr. Patterson’s definitions of social 
conditions are better than some. 
“Look at Muriel flirting with that 
good-looking young Hoosier. She’d ait 
up in her coffin and flirt with the pall- 
bearers,”’ says one of the characters. 
Muriel was a young married woman 
whom Paul married after he had been 
caught by her husband in a compr>- 
mising position with her. But at this 
time he was simply a ‘‘young Hermes,” 
all body. 
Paul had tossed Sylvis over because 
he wanted to get into the New York 
game, as he said, with the poet: “He 
travels fastest who travels alone.”’ 
Sylvia has a Rose Stahl experience 
in Chicago, and goes on the stage.

Ellis Wainwright, millionaire brewer 
and clubman under indictment for brib- 
ery in the Suburban railroad franchise 
deal, who has been, exiled in Paris for 
six years, is eager to return to Amer- 
fica, and, according to his friends, live 
again in his native St. Louis. 

Through his friends and attorneys Mr. 
Wainwright has made desperate efforts 
to have the indictment pending in the 
criminal court dismissed so that he 
could return to St. Louis without hav- 
ing to undergo the humiliation of arrest 
and trial. 

Circuit Attorney Sager has been urged 
to dismiss the indictment against 
Wainwright. ) 

Doubtless one of the first matters pre- 
sented to the new Circuit Attorney, 
whether it be Seebert G. Jones, Repub- 
lican, or Harry Walsh, Democrat, . wil] 
be the Wainwright indictment. Wain- 
wright will not consent, according to 
his spokesmen here, to return to St. 
Louis as long as the indictment re- 
mains against him. 

Friends of the exiled millionaire have 
received but scant encouragement from 
Circuit Attorney Sager and it is now 
practically a certainty that Mr. Wain- 
wright cannot return to St. Louis under 
any agreement with the present prose- 
eaten official of the city. 

What Mr. Sager Says. 

Gov. Charles P. Johnson, who repre- 
sents Mr. Wainwright in the criminal 
case, told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday that he had pressed upon Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sager the question of 
di missing the indictment on the the- 
ory that it should never have been re- 
turned, in the first place, and because 
fm the attorney’s opinion it will not 
stand in-court, being practically paral- 
iel to the case of Henry Nicolaus, which 
vas not permitted by Judge Ryan to 
Eo to tiie fry.

Sager by Wainwright’s friends as to 
whiv the indictment should be dismissed 
is one that Mr. Wainwright has made

The company de- 
sired an extention of its franchise so 
that it could reach Union Station. A 
bill was prepared and presented to the 
Municipal Assembly, and an agree- 
ment entered into by which Turner, 
through Philip Stock, his legislative 
agent, was to pay $147,500 for the 
passage of the bill 

The money, raised on the notes of 
Turner, ainwright and Nicolaus, was 
deposited in escrow in vaults of the 
Lincoln and Mississippi Valley Trust 
companies for the use of the As- 
semblymen when the bill became a 
law. 

The bill failed to pass the Council, 
and a wrangle over the money fol- 
lowed, resulting subsequently in Cir- 
cuit Attorney Folk finding the money 
and using-it as evidence against the 
persons indicted in connection with 
the bribery. It was this money that 
started the long train of boodle pros- 
ecutions in St. Louis that made Mr. 
Folk famous and finally resulted in 
his electioAf as Governor.

Sound “Ch” Frequently Used, 

Keeper Patrick Canan had “noticed 
that several of the ring-tailed mon- 
keys in their chattering almost always 
used sounds which seemed to end -in 
“ch.” Most of the sounds made by the 
monkey: tribe sounded, in .fact, like 
“each.” They made that sound when 
excited, or when the keepers appeared 
with food. They made it at play and 
sometimes when in deep mood. There 
was a different intonation,-but nearly 
always the sound “ch” was noticed. by 


“Why not teach the monkeys the sig- 
nificance of Englisn words ending with 
‘ch,’ ”’ said Canan to his fellowkeeper 
Hurtin said he saw no reason why 
they couldn't, with a little panstaking 
effort. 

That was a month or more ago. The 
words selected by the two keepers were 
*‘peach,”’ ‘“‘reach,’’ “screech.” With 
these words.they set to work. The 
first few lessons were devo‘ed ‘to trying 
to teach Baldy the significance of peach, 
And this is the way they worked: Canan 
would take a nice ripe peach to the cage 
where Baldy was kept. He would stand 





in front of him, and, holding.out the 


‘says he. thought he. detected. a sound 


like *‘Speach"’ from’ Baldy.. He kept up 
his. repetition of thé word,. and after 
a while, he says, Baldy made a sound 
which was as much like “peach” as a 
monkey could be: expected to make. 
Then Baldy got the peach and ate it 
with relish. 

‘Later in the day Canan offered an- 
other peach. Baldy appeared: delighted 
and grabbed for it. But the keeper 
withdrew his afm and said **‘peach.”’ 
Baldy, he says, seemed to understand, 
and after a little wait the keeper heard 
the sound from Baldy which, he says, 
was near enough to “peack.”” so again 
he gave him the fruit. After that, says 
Canan, it was not necessary to speak 
at all when he offered Baldy a peach. 

Screech was the next lesson word se- 
lected by the keeper. And with thjs he 
had more trouble, he says. In this he 
used a banana, which, by the way, 
is an impossible word for a monkey. 

Canan began the new lesscn by offer- 
ing the fruit, withdrawing it when 
Baldy grabbed, and then ~ saying 
“screech.” And there was no doubt 
that Baldy did as told, whether he 
knew what he was doipg or not. Canan 
kept on saying ‘“‘screech.” 

Baldy Has No Trouble Screeching. 

Finally, he says, the monkey made a 
gound which. sounded like some foreign 
way of saying the word “screech.” 
Every time Baldy said what Canan is 
sure was ‘screech,” the keeper would 
day: “Well, screech, then,’ and Baldy 
would do some screeching which could 
be heard all over the zoo. 

Canan then began on the third word 
he had selected, ‘‘reach."”” He studied a 
long while how to impress upon Baldy 
the significance of the word. Of course 
Baldy would always reach when he was 
Offered anything by the keeper, but 
teaching him to say the word and act 
upon it was a different matter. ee 

Canan finally began like he had begun 
on the others. He offered a banana to 
Baldy and said “reach” as plainly as 
he could. Baldy would reach, only to 
find the banana withdrawn. Then he 
would say that which resembled 
“peach” and “screech,” but not the 
new word. Finally, says Canan, the 
monkey did say what was allowed to 


pass for “reach.”

PRETORIA, South Africa, July 22.— 
An airship fleet with accommodations 
rivaling thos: of the finest modern 
steamships will shortly ‘be operating 
between Pretoria and London, making 
the round trip in 12 days if the expecta- 
tions of a company just organized here, 
are realized. ‘ 

The announcement of the enterprise 
is contained in a recent issue of the 
Transvaal Weekly, which says that 
some of the most influential men in 


South Africa are financially interested, 

which gives details regarding the 
plans, quoting Mr. Heinze, a German 
engineer and the inventor of the air- 
ship that the company is to use. 

Mr. Heinze states that, as the result 
of. years of study and experiment, he 
has evolved an airship that can be con- 
trolled in all sorts of weather, and 
steered as easily as a motor car. Of 
course, the essential details are not aj.

Sound “Ch” Frequently Used. 

Keeper Patrick Canan had “noticed 
that several of the ring-tailed mon- 
keys in their chattering almost always 
used sounds which seemed to end -in 
“ch.” Most.of the sounds made by the 
monkey: tribe sounded, in »fact, like 
“each,” They made that sound when 
excited, or when the keepers appeared 
with food. They made it at play and 
sometimes’ when in deep mood. There 
was a different intonation, -but nearly 
always the sound “ch” was noticed. by 
Canan and Hurtin. , 

“Why not teach the monkeys the sig- 
nificance of Englisn words ending with 
‘ch,’ said Canan to his fellowkéeper 
Hurtin said he saw no reason why 
they couldn't, with a little panstaking 
effort. ~ 

That was a month or more ago. The 
words selected by the two keepers were 
“peach,” “reach,’’ “screech.” With 
these words.they set to work. The 
first few lessons were devo‘ed to trying 
to teach Baldy the significcnce of peach. 
And this is the way they worked: Canan 
would take a nice ripe peach to the cage 
where Baldy was kept. He would stand 





in front of him, and, holding .out the 


which was as much like “peach’’ as a 
monkey could be: expected to make.

“The movements and soaring of the 
machine will be in every way similar 
to those of birds, and it wil] nd 
readily to the rudder and elevation con- 
trol,” he says. “It will carry from 12 
to 14 passengers. he ship is in some 
respects larger than that of Count Zep- 
Pelin. It will be about 308 feet long, the 
center 45 feet in diameter; the balloon 
will contain in volume 15,000 cubic feet 
of hydrogen, and the machine wij have 
a lifting power of 30,000 pounds, the ship 
itself weighing about 20,000 pounds. The 
vessel will be driven by compresseg air 
worked by four motors, each having 
100-horge power.

N AIRSHIP smuggler. That is 
the newest dread of the cus- 
toms cials of the United 

States and of Other countries, too. 

It is a real danger of near fu- 
ture, as onl « thin An air- 
ship could sail out over the Gulf 
of Mexico, sight a ship that was wait- 
ing for it (rendezvous made by wire- 
less), descend on her decks and take 
on a cargo such as silks, teas, opium, 
jewelry or other costly goods on 
which there is a heavy import duty, 
end then, in the darkness of the 
night, fly to some inland place, re- 
mote from customs oversight, perhaps 
to the lonely Ozark Mountain districts 
of Missourt and unload and fly away, 
leaving the smuggled goods in the 
hands of a confederate to hide and 
dispose of—that may be a reality as 
soon as the dirigible air craft is made 
a little more perfect than it is now, 
say the customs authorities. 

If it ever comes to pass that air 
craft become so manageable as to be 
commercially successful, nothing is 
considered surer than that they will 
b- used for smuggling. 

And their general use for evading 
the customs duties might Very soon 
put an end to protective tariffs on 
many lines of goods and thus accom- 

lish what thousands of agitators 

ave been unable to do by argument. 


As an Aid to Orimé. 


No thinking man who has followed 
the rapid developments in aerial navi- 
gation in the last few years doubts 
that the day is close at hand when 
ite air may be filled with dirigibles. 
When all the civilized governments 
ef the world are spending millions in 
testing and buying and building air-° 
ships; when companies with large 
capital are being incorporated to 
establish lines of airships to connect 
the large cities of the Hast; when 
Count Zeppelin flies hundreds of 
miles in his airship and remains 14 
hours in the air; when the greatest 
army and navy experts of every na- 

ion declare in all soberness that the 
airship must be reckoned with as the 
most potent force in the next great 
naval war, then it is not a far-fetched 
prediction to say that the airship 
may, in the near future, be the great- 
est ald to oriminals ever known, and 
that smuggling, burglary, kidnaping, 
train robbery and other forms of 
crime will be committed by means 
of the airship. 

And it may fot be an exaggeration 
to say that men now living in St. 





by airship yet,” said Mr. Winthrop, 
“but now that companies have beer 
incorporated to connect several East- 
ern cities by lines of air craft, it is 
easential that we look into the future. 
It may not be long until the Customs 
Department will have air cutters for 
the pursuit of aerial smuggling craft. 
‘We are making no predictions of 
any ‘kind,” continued Mr. Winsthrop. 
“But from the fact that the customs 
officials are here watching these fly- 
ing experiments you can draw your 
own conclusions. If the possibility 
of flying and of carrying heavy ex- 
plosives and dropping them down 
from the heights upon an enemy is of 
so near a realization that the army 
and navy officials are preparing >to 
embark in it, surely it is time for 
the Customs Department to keep 
abreast of the development, too. 


A Fortune in One Cargo. 


“If it is possible for an airship to 
carry explosive out to sea and drop 
them upon a vessel, it is possible for 
& smuggler to go out to sea and take 
goods up from a vessel and carry 
them far Inland, where the Customs 
Department could never hope to reach 
him unless it had swifter airships to 
pursue and catch him. 

“All We can say now in the matter 
is that the Customs Department is 
watching and following closely the 
developménts in aerial navigation, 
and it can safely be predicted that 
when smugglers take up the airship 
for their trade, if they ever do, then 
the Government will have to get air- 
ships, too, to combat them,” 

An aerial smuggler would not have 
to have a large or costly craft for his 
work unless he went into the carry- 
ing of heavy goods, and this he 
might not be likely to do because 
some of the heaviest import duties are 
upon articles that are very light, on 
diamonds, for instance. The duty 
upon diamonds is so great that the 
amount upon a quantity which a 
smuggler might carry in his pocket 
would mean a small fortune to him if 
he could evade the duties. 

And on opium the duty is so large 








ly do away with the Customs Depart- 
ment or make of this a free-trade 
countty. Iron, coal, oll, machinery, 
tools, lumber and other heavy articles 
of commerce which are under a high 
protective tariff, could never proba- 
biy be transported by air craft. But 
extensive smuggling by airships might 
result in the removal of the tariff on 
lighter articles which could easily be 
carried through the air. 

Smuggling by ocean ships is made 
difficult and so unprofitable as to be 
practically prohibitive because a ship 
has to go into some port to discharge 
her cargo and thus the army of cus- 
tems officers can readiiy watch for 
them. But the airship could make its 
flight by night and land anywhere. 

It is not improbable that men are 
already watching each new develop- 
ment in aerial navigation with a view 
to using it as a means of smuggling. 
This class of criminals is unusually 
resourceful and daring. 

Even before the automobile came 
into general use it was pressed into 
service by the smugglers of Burope. 
A large business in smuggling by 
means of motor cars is done all the 
time across the borders of France, 
from Spain, Switzerland and Belgium. 
On the highway roads which cross 
those ‘borders there is many a chase 
between smugglers and custome offi- 
cers, each in motor cars of the latest 
make and the swiftest speed. 


Airship of the Future. 


A dirigible airshij: balloon dees not 
cost as much as the general public 
believes. Captain Balawin stated in 
St. Louis last fall that the dirigible 
balloon in which he contested in the 
international races, flying frcm a- 
point in Forest Park to the Blair 
monument and back, a distance of 
nearly two miles, cost him only $5000. 
And that craft carried Captain Bald- 
win easily—he weighs more than tw> 
hundred pounds—and it wovld have 
carried as much more weight with- 
out being unmanageable.

Upon this will be centered all the 
sill and maneuvering of the opposing 
li. wyers, and to the trained legal mind 
it will be one of the “prettiest cases” 
ever presented in a courtroom. It 
is certain that a great majority of the 
lawyers of this country will dévour 
every line of the accounts of the trial 
that appear in the press, and I should 
not be surprised if quite a number 
of young lawyers from different parts 
of the country would attend the trial 
solely for the technical training it 
will give them mm the handling of 
cases of this class. 

Lawyers everywhere are already 
threshing over the evidence and argu- 
ing it among themselves, and they 
have been doing this ever since Lam- 
phere was arrested. And there is as 
wide a difference in their views as 
there is in the contradictory asser- 
tlons of the prosecution and defense. 

Before the State can convict it must 
first establish that Lamphere had 
time to go to the Gunness home and 
set it afire. It must prove this be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt. The 
question is: Can it prove this? 

Let us look at the evidence in the 
case and see. 

It is agreed by both sides that Lam- 
phere spent the night at the home 
of the negress, Lizzie Smith, on 
Washington street, Laporte. This 
street runs east and west. The first 
street west of her home which runs 
and south is Park street, which 


Of goes on beyond the town and forms 


& country road still running north to 
the Warwick farm, eight miles away. 
It is along this road that Lam- 
ere eaye he walked that morning to 
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the Warwick farm, where. he was 
working. To have gone that route 
would have been his most direct way 
and in traveling it he would not have 
been at any time closer than three- 
fourths of a mile to the Gunness 
house, unless he turned from this di- 
rect road and went west three- 
fourths of a mile and then retraced 
his steps, making a total of a mile 
and a half out of his way. 

Lamphére and Lizzie Smith will 
both swear that he left her home at 
4:30 o’clock in the morning the Gun- 
ness house burned. She has stuck 
to that story from the first, and no 
amount of questioning by the prose- 
cution has shaken her in it. 

She says she called him at 4 o’clock 
a3 he had asked her to do, and that 
he got up and dressed and left at 
4:30. She is positive about the time 
because he had told her before he 
went to his room the night before 
that he must leave at that time in 
order to get to the Warwick farm 
for his work, and she had this in 
mind. 


Did He Get Up at 3 O’Clock? 


The prosecution has been unable to ‘ 


find any reason why Lizzie Smith 
should swear falsely as to this. 

The State will present two theories 
as to how Lamphere might have had 
time to get to the Gunness home. It 
will leave it for the jury to deter- 
mine which is the correct one. 

One is that he got up quietly at 3 
o’clock and sneaked out and walked 
the mile and a half to the Gunness 
house and set it afire and_ then 
walked back to the home of Lizzie 
Smith and went to bed without her 
knowing it, and that he was there 
when she called him at 4. The other 
theory is that she is mistaken about 
the time and that he left at 3:30 in- 
stead of 4:30, and that this would 
give him plenty of time to have made 
the detour from the direct Park road 
and set the fire and return to the 
road again. 

This is the weak point in the case 
of the prosecution. When a witness 
who cannot be impeached and whose 
motives cannot be questioned ‘ets 
upon the witness stand and swears 
positively to such an important point 
it is difficult to overcome it. 


And the prosecution will have a 
hard time convincing a jury that a 
man who had in his mind the murder 
of a woman and three children, and 
the incineration of their bodies in a 
burning house, would have taken the 
desperate chance of getting up at so 
late an hour as 3 o’clock, walking a 
mile and a half to commit the crime, 
walking back and again, taking the 
chance of sneaking into the house 
unobserved, and undressing and get- 
ting to bed without the negress or 
anyone else seeing or hearing him. 


An Improbable Theory. 


It is an improbable theory, this of 

the State. If Lamphere really did 
that he knew beforehand that it 
would be dawn when he would arrive 
at ‘the Gunness home, that a hired 
man was. sleeping in the Gunness 
house, that Mrs. Gunness Kept a dog 
that barked viciously when anyone 
came, and that in his walk back to 
town he would almost surely be seen. 
He would have been worse than a 
fool to commit the crime at that 
hour. 
Lamphere says that when he left 
the Smith house at 4:30 he turned 
west to the corner of Park street, in- 
tending to g0 north on it, but 
that when he got to the corner he 
saw a man, a woman and a child 
coming toward him across the rail- 
road tracks and as he did not wish 
to be seen coming from the cabin of 
a negress at so early an hour in the 
morning he turned back, went east 
past the Smith house again and 
turned the corner of the first street 
east, went north across the tracks and 
then went west to Park street and 
kept on his way north. 

His story is strongly corroborated 
at this point by Thomas Blackburn, 
Mrs. Blackburn and their 4-year-old 
child. They actually did pass along 
Park avenue and were crossing the 
tracks at the exact point and the ex- 
act hour Lamphere says he saw a 
man, woman and child. They were 
hurrying to take a 5 o'clock train. 

The State explains this away by 
saying that it was after Lamphere 
had been out once and had set the 
Gunness house afire and had re- 
turned to the Smith home and was 
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making his second exit from it that 
he saw Blackburn and his family. 

In support of this theory~the State 
will introduce in evidence the alarm 
clock which the Sheriff found in the 
home of Lizzie Smith the day the 
Gunness house. burned. The alarm 
Was set to ring at 3 o'clock. This, the 
prosecution argues, is strong evidence 
that Lamphere got up at 3 instead of 
4, else why should the alarm be set at 
3. But Lizzie Smith says the clock 
had not been set that night. 

Blackburn says that he saw the 
Gunness home afire at 4:05 o’clock 
and again saw it as he was crossing 
the railroad tracks, which would have 
been at 4:35 a. m. 

Maxon, the hired man, who was 
sleeping at the Gunness home, says 
that he was awakened by the flanies 
at 4 a. m., and that the flames burst 
from the house at 4 or thereabouts is 
fully established by different wit- 
nesses. 

Lamphere says he saw the flames 
as he was passing along the Park 
road three-fourths of a mile away, 
but that hills shut out a direct view 


of the Gunness house and he was not 
certain it was that house that was 
afire. 

The first positive identification of 
Lamphere after he left the Smith 
house is at 5 o’clock, or thereabouts, 
when Charles Freeland and Ben Cook 
saw him pass the Freeland farm. 
They say he was walking leisurely

The prosecution must center all of 
its fire upon the alibi testimony of 
Lizzie Smith and try to get the jurors 
to doubt it.

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HE boundaries of St. Louis as a 
7 retail center have now been en- 
larged to a radius of nearly 200 
miles in Central Illinois through the 
agency of a radical business innova- 
tion only a few years old. This is 
the trolley freight and express sys- 
tem, which, in co-operation with the 
long-distance telephone and the order 
catalogue, has made*shopping in St. 
uis stores almost as convenient and 
expeditious for the housewife in 
Springfield, Ill., 100 miles away, as 
for her sister in the South Side of St. 
Louis. 

Thirteen trolley freight trains, of 
from two to six cars each, loaded with 
from twenty-five to one hundred tons 
of the wares of St. Louis merchants, 
leave East St. Louis daily for Alton, 
Belleville, Edwardsville, Peoria, Hills- 
boro, Springfield, Danville and inter- 
mediate points, and return, with an 
equal tonnage of farm products and 
manufactures from [Illinois mills. 

At Danville the cars connect with 
the most highly developed trolley 
freight system in the country, that 
centering in Indianapolis, Ind.,- and 
touching the 2500 miles of trolley 
lines fn operation in Ohio. One IIli- 
nois trolley express company, with 
headquarters in St. Louis, contracts 
to do house deliveries to farms and 
town residences from the nearest 
cross roads stop of the trolley, and 
maintains a large number of teams 
for the work, 

No doubt the Southwest, at its pres- 
ent rate of growth, will witness the 
same business revolution within the 
next four or five years, and the con- 
version of the country into an in- 
tegral part of the city will be accom- 
lished throughout the ranches of 

exas and Oklahoma and the farms

The advent of the freight trolley, 
with its cross-road accessibility and 
its cheap, rapid service, has given 
the life of the qountry housewife a 
ae uplift.

the customer is informed that his 
stove will be delivered by trolley at 
such a cross roads, the nearest to his 
home, at 6 o’clock the next morning. 

Sometimes a rural merchant is con- 
fronted with a considerable demand 
for an article which he has not in 
stock, a demand which he has not 
foreseen. In the old days he would 
have asked his customers to call next 
week, and in the meantime’ they 
would have forgotten they ever want- 
ed the article. Now he takes his tel- 
ephone and is often ready to supply 
all comers within a few hours, hav- 
ing recruited his stock from the city 
by means of the trolley car. 


Nine Freight Trains a Day. 


Over the East St. Louls & Suburban 
and its allied lines, a company which 
handles nothing but trolley freight 
and express run nine trains a day, 
three to Alton, three to Edwardsville 
and three to Belleville and Lebanon. 
These transport from 4000 to 10,000 
pounds of merchandise every day. 
This company, which is less than a 
year old, has most of the country trol- 
ley trade within 25 miles of St. Louis. 

From the Missouri city it carries 
almost every kind of article that is 
for sale in its stores. Ice, wine, beer, 
shoes, lumber, ice cream, goods and 
notions, neckties, shirts, women’s 
tailor-made clothes and pig iron are 
among the miscellany of articles 
transported. 

The cars return with stoves from 
the Belleville foundries, glass and 
mining tools from the Alton factories, 
pig lead and Babbit metal from Gran- 
ite City and poultry and farm prdd- 
ucts from Edwardsville. 

The company handled this year the 
entire musk melon crop of the Ameri- 
can Bottoms, shipping into St. Louia 
as many as 27,000 baskets of cante- 
loupes in a single day. The perisha- 
ble melons are on the St. Louls mar- 
ket two hours after they are plucked, 
owing to the handiness of the trol- 
ley car. 

Commodious electric cars, as large 
as a big box car, and trailers with- 
out motors, are supplied by the trol- 
ley company for this industry. On 
certain days refrigerator cars are at 
the service of the shippers. 

The rates charged by the company 
for house deliveries are 3C per cent 
more than steam railroad freight 
charges. The extra cost is added for 
Grayage and greater exnedition in 
short hauls, in which field the rail- 
roads do not attempt to compete. 

The territory outside the 25-mile 
radius, comprehending a densely pop-

and the country, From Peoria re- 
cently came in one shipment 1600 
crates of onions for St. Louis salads

Railroad and Warehouse Fa are 
ers for freight on thé steam roads. 
No house deliveries are made, but 
freight is delivered at amy regular 
passenger stop on the line. Over fifty 
warehouses have been erected along 
the right of way. 

The system taps at Danville the 
1000 miles of trolley lines in Indiana, 
most of which converge at Indianapo- 
lis, the greatest trolley center in the 
world. Twelve different lines center 
in that city, and carried in and out 
last year over 5,000,000 passengers 
and 100,000 tons of freight. 

Indianapolis exemplifies better than 
any other city the progress made by 
the trolley. It has perfect terminal 
facilities, including trolley freight 
yards, freight houses and a passen- 
ger station which a steam road might 
envy. . 

Ohio has more than twice the rail- 
road mileage of Indiana, but its sys- 
tem is not so well organized, there 
being no dominating city, like In- 
dianapolis, as a center. As a result, 
there are lines centering in Toledo, 
Dayton, Cleveland, Columbus and 
Cincinnati. 


Stores Carry Less Stock.

That the freight trolley is likely to 
be a phenomenon of the West and 
South only is shown by its arrested 
development in the Bast. Massachu- 
setts is covered with electric \lines, 
but they carry little besides pas- 
sengers. The same-is true of New 
York and Connecticut, and is due to 
the fact that the steam roads go al- 
most everywhere there. Pennsylva- 
nia’s mountains will prevent trolley 
freight service in a considerable sec- 
tion of that State. 

A merchant at Rushville, Ind., re- 
ports that he did a business last year, 
with the aid of the trolley, of $50,000 
on a capital of $10,000. Another at 
Lebanon, Ind., says his business has 
more than trebled.

Four trains depart daily, consisting 
of a large motor car, which also car- 
ries express matter, and from one to 
four trailers, each loaded with a ton 
of rreight. 

The first train leaves at 2 a. m. for 
Hil'sboro, about fifty miles awa, and 
arrives there at 6 a. m., placing Si. 
Louis shipments of the night before 
on the early market there. The sec- 
ond train, leaving at 2:30 a. m. for 
Springfield, reaches there at 9 a. m., 
in good time for morning siJes. A 
trailer on this car goes through tu Le- 
catur, arriving there at i9 a. m., 
and to Danville, near the Indiana bor- 
der, 185 miles from St. Louis, arriving 
there at 6 p.m. St. Louis shipments 
are delivered in Danville about 15 
hours after beginning their journey. 


Quicker Than Railroads. 

At 8 a. m. another train loaves the 
Eads Bridge for Peoria, 160 miles 
northeast, arriving at 7 p. m. The 
last train leaves East St. Louis at 9 
p. m. and reaches Peoria at 7 o’clock 
the next morning. Refrigerator cars, 
mainly for the use of the stockyards, 
are sent over the lines «very Tuesday, 
Friday and Saturday. 

The following telephone conversa- 
tion recently occurred at the stock- 
yards: 

“Hello, this is Ringling Bros.’ cir- 
cus, at Springfield. We've got to have 
20,000 pounds of fresh meat for the 
menagerie at once. Can’t obtain it 
here for love or money. What can 
you do for us?” 

“Expect shipment of 20,000 pounds 
of meat within eight hours,” was the 
reply. All the refrigerator cars were 
called into service, and a special trol- 
ley train hastened to the relief of the 
hungry zoo. 

On frequent occasions the trolleys 
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are turned into cattle cars and carry 
hcrses from one farmer te another, 
or cows, or sheep or hogs. The farm- 
er now does his horse “swapping” by 
means of the telephone and the trol- 
ley car. 

Lumber, farm produce, tools, pig 
iron and lead, furniture, fence wire, 
kitchen utensils, threshing machines 
(on flat trolley cars) and chinaware 
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oftener, carries less stock and sells 
more. The trolley brings him busi- 
ness that was formerly beyond his 
reach, and the trolley enable him to 
serve these customers promptly. The 
country merchant along the trolley 
lines which carry freight has had to 
change his methods or go out of busi- 
ness.

wild horses in the Western 
States. This will surprise a great 
many persons who thought that the 
wild horses had disappeared years ago 
from the Western ranges. 

The school books of 50 years ago 
had pictures of herds of wild horses 
fleeing before prairie fires on the 
plains of what are now Kansas, Okla- 
hema and Texas. ‘mere was a time 
when herds of wild horses roamed the 
plains of Missouri, too, but they dis- 
appeared many years ago. 

"The jcainal wild horses of the 
plains were descended from the 
horses brought to Mexico by the 
Spanish invaders. The herds now at 
large in the mountains of Nevada and 


(timate. that forest rangers es- 


other Western states are not de- 
scended from these. They are the 
descendants of horses that escaped 
from ranches and pack trains. 

They are so plentiful that they 
t:ample down crops and do great 
damage. And they cause great loss 
to ranchmen by coaxing off tame 
horses. ‘ The mildest and best-broken 
horse becomes perfectly wild after a 
few days’ association with these 
herds. 

The State of Nevada passed a law 
several years ago allowing hunters 
to shoot wild horses and to sell their 
hides. This opened the way to a 
new and profitable industry, 
within a few years 15,000 wild harses 
were killed. But the hunters got to

But the Justice’s decision did not 
close the incident. Assistant State's 
Attorney James J. Barbour was pres- 
ent in his official capacity. He be- 
lieved Moore's action in bringing his 
revolver into play was inexcusable. 

“Moore was guilty of criminal reck- 
lessness in firing at this party of au- 
tomobilists,”. declared Mr. Barbour in 
court. “I will lay this case before 
the grand jury. I am confident Moore 
will be indicted on the evidence and 
equally confident he will be con- 
victed. In countenancing such acts 
he Glencoe officials lay themselves 
liable not only to public censure but 
‘0 possible prosecution in the future. 
if such recklessness is persisted in ‘t 
will be only a question of time when 
some of the members of Glencoe’s 
official family will go to the gallows 
or the penitentiary.” 

A few days later Mr. Barbour made 
good. The case was presented to the 
grand jury and Moore was indicted. 
In the meantime Moore became the 
hero of Glencoe. His fellow towns- 
men gave him a banquet at which he 
was toasted as a model officer, fear- 
less enough to enforce the law against 
millionaires. 

Justice Lane’s decision traveled. He 
received many letters commending 
him. One came from England. Here 
are some sample excerpts from th's 
interesting correspondence: 

“I wish you and your men every 
success against the infamous devil 
wagons. Chicago is at the mercy of 
the arrogant auto driver. If they 
don’t respect a signal to stop, they 
deserve to have their machinery rid- 
died through and through. Stand by 
your men.” 

“It is to be hoped Glencoe will 
tender Policeman Moore a banquet 
and give him a gold medal. Don's let 
those wealthy auto owners bl or 
intimidate you one particle. I would 
like to know how they can be stopped. 
Nothing but a freight train or a six- 
shooter will stop them.” 

“Those rich speed devils will run 
down women and children at 50 miles 
an hour. Then if they hit anyone, 
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they were running about eight miles 
- nour, Sees it. I re- 
ce in Moore's spunk. I hope you 
will soak Henderson

bluff you, either.”

AE extraordinary group of designs on this 
page is formed of the newest model frocks 
fom Paris. They were sent out by the 

greatest French dressmakers, to sound the taste 
of the coming season. 

The variety is immense and combines something 
of the fashions of all ages. Ladies dressed a la 
Tanagra, ladies of the Directoire period, the style 
called samothrace, which is developed on Greek 
lines, the merveilleuse of today and the prin- 
cesa gown of yesterday are placed side by side, 
and only the guimpes with their high collars 
seem to remain the same on all the dresses and 


to show that most of the fashions of today date 
back to the time when women wore low-necked 
street gowns or lived in climates where high col- 
lars were not known. The high, boned collar is 
the one touch which makes these gowns akin and 
stamps them as models of 1908. 

Women who love the complex will delight in 
the wonderful drapery represented in these pic- 
tures, but dressmakers will be appalled at the 
difficulties they present. The marvelous needle- 
work on several of the coats can be likened only 
to Japanese prize embroideries. 
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waistline immeditely below the bust, copied 
from the First Empire. This is especialiy noticea- 
ble on the second figures and is repeated on sev- 
eral of the others, including No. 6, with its charm- 
ing Kate Greenaway coat, and No. 8, with the 
stole effect of brocade. 

No. 2 shows an Empire coat of braided silk 
with « very high belt of dark green passemen- 
terie embellished with jewels. The coat is worn 
over a liberty silk frock or slip and forms part of 
the dress, not being intended to take off. The 
sleeves, like all of the model sleéves, are tight- 
fitting, where the wearer’s arms are thin and need 
to be disguised, shirrings at the back of the arm, 
down to the elbow, are let in, or the sleeve is 
slashed, or has a very small puff over the shoul- 
der. All the sleeves come well down over the 
hand, ending in frills over the fingers. 

Figure No. 6, with its quaint outline, shows a 
Slight puff extending into a tightly-fitting sleeve, 
laced up the back. The entire coat, which is cut 
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into a deep point in the back, being short in front, 
is braided in intricate pattern and clasps with a 
jeweled belt just below the bust. 

The curiously draped dress, No. 3, is of absinthe 
green satin and figured silk. The back of the 
gown is plain princess, with a Watteau fold of the 
figured material flowing down the center, free at 
the waistline and then caught in again, to flow 
down the skirt, making the train. The front of 
the dress shows panels of the plain material 
looped into strips of the figured. The arrange- 
ment is exceedingly odd and except on the most 
graceful of women would not look well, but the 
extraordinary draping of the material just above 
the knee shows the fantastic liberties which the 
fashions are taking with old forms of dress. 

No. 13 is another arrangement of princess gown, 
showing the careful and very tight drapery of 
satin over a tightly corseted figure. 

In No. 10 the monotony of the plain princess is

The satin overskirt is looped at the side with a 
passementerie ornament and breaks the movement 
and line of the frock, which is restless enough to 
belong to the Incroyable period. ., 

The coats shown in 15 and 18 are correct copies 
of gowns and coats worn at the time of the First 
Consulate, just before the First Empire. The 
first shows a longer waistline and No. 18 has mil- 
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itary revers and sash popular when Consul Bona-

Some of the dresses will find hardly any favor 
in American eyes, their very dressing gown effect 
making them impossible to the smart American 
woman who, when she has a figure, likes to show 
it, and when she hasn’t one wishes to simulate it.
